To THE CitizeXs OF NORTHFIELD :* 

Your ‘Treasurer respectfully submits his report of ‘the 
finances of the town, with tables and suggestions that may be 
of interest. For the first time in many years there is an in- 
creased indebtedness. 


At a special town meeting the erection of two iron bridges 
was agreed upon, provided the town of ‘Tilton should concur. 


‘The same day the voters of that town indorsed the project. 
and the joint boards of Selectmen have, in a prompt and de- 
sirable manner carried out the wishes of their constituents, in 
the construction of two substantial bridges. An examination 
of the abutment at the upper bridge satisfied the Selectmen 
that it was unsafe. The action of water and frost had impaired 
its soundness and strength, so much so that its rebuilding was 
it necessity. 

The present month will see the two prosperous towns of 
Northfield and Tilton united by spans of iron which, in the 
ordinary course, will remain for generations, evidences of the 
wisdom and publie spirit of the times that projected and built 
them. It had become apparent that the increase of business 
and population required better accommodations for traftic and 
travel across the river than has heretofore existed. | 

The additions of taxable property in the way of new build- 
ings and from other causes, the probable improvement of re- 
maining water power, the rapid growth on both banks of the 
river, seemed to justify the outlay for permanent and commo- 
dious structures. 
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The question whether a cheaper provision would have an- 
swered was the only one entertained by all reasonable men. 
A correct understanding of our resources will remove all ap- 
prehension of our inability to meet present demands and ma- 
turing obligations, without resorting to unusual or increased 
taxation. Present and pending obligations consist in ~

This amount can be paid’ from available means while we 
keep $4000 as a sinking fund to protect our bonds due May, 
1883, and yet leave $500 for current expenses. Hence, the rate 
of taxation of last year will add all that will be required to 
pay the $5800 series of bonds referred to. The money bor- 
rowed the current year is in savings banks, viz., $1530. This 
amount can be paid from the taxes of 1883-4, with ordinary 
luck, at the present rates of taxation, and still add the propor- 
tionate part of contribution to a sinking fund for bonds falling 
due in 1888. The indebtedness by note is at 4 1-2 per cent. 
interest, provided the town exempts the same from taxation. 
The money is from our own town’s people, and a large part of 
it from the estate of a late and most esteemed citizen. It is 
to be hoped the exemption will be granted. 


The small proportion of the tax-bill uncollected on the 
first of March (since further reduced) is a solid voucher for 
the faithfulness and ability of the collector, Dea. Gardner 5. 
Abbott. 

The town is under obligation beyond the per cent. paid 
for his services. The tact and good nature, the quiet perseyer- 
ance which accomplishes such results, leave no sting or bitter- 
ness in'the breast of the slackest tax-payer. 

On the whole, the past year has shown material improve- 
ment in Northfield. | 

Money in our bridges is property aud not money spent. 
Our school-houses and our schools show progress equal to the 
spirit of the awe; and vet the cost of their construction and 
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maintenance is a productive investment voluntarily assumed. 
Similar elements make up the reputation of a town. A judi- 
cious application of money for public purposes adds to the value 
of all its property, whether in mills, houses or farms. 

To add, is only proper, that your Selectmen have recovered 
an old arrearage of railroad tax, about $60, from the State, 
which is included in the total sum received, and does not sepa- 
rately appear.

Crvizexs OF NORTHFIELD: 


My third official year is ended, and again returns the duty 
of submitting a report of the condition and wants of our 
schools. It affords me no small degree of pleasure to be able 
to say to you that our schools have never been in so flourish- 
ing a condition as at the present time. 


While none of our school-rooms are uncomfortable, sev- 
eral, in fact, all but two or three, are in many respects pleas- 
ant, attractive and complimentary to the good taste and liber- 
ality of the districts. r 

The new one in No. 2 is a perfect gem in all its appoint- 
ments—a poem in itself. Such rooms are really educators, 
wiiose lessons are easily learned and long retained. , 

We have at last a uniformity of text books, with less than 
2 half-dozen exceptions, and these by consent for a single 
term. This matter, in which I was almost afraid to move, 
was very easily and pleasantly perfected through the liberality 
of publishers, and co-operation of teachers and parents, with 
very trifling expense. Let the past be a warning for the fu- 
ture, and allow no unwarranted departures from strict uni- 
formity.

I congratulate you upon the acquisition of the various beau- 
tiful and useful articles of furniture and school apparatus, fur- 
nished by the discrimination and liberality of Messrs. Goodale 
and Cass. This constitutes the year an epoch in our school 
history. I would again suggest some public expression on the 
part of the town of its recognition of such favors. Besides 
being ornaments to the roems, they have greatly increased the 
love of the pupils for their school duties; increased also the 
number of visits by parents and friends; while the benefit to 
the classes in the branches they illustrate cannot be estimated 
or expressed. 


‘ 


The custom of leaving a dozen or more children during the 
noon recess, with no restraint whatever, is of doubtful propri- 
ety. There is often boisterous playing, and running about up- 
on the benches, greatly endangering furniture and limbs, if 
not manners and morals. Our new apparatus will require new 
‘guards in this particular. Our lunatellus has been thus injured 
during the year, although I furnished a box in which to pack it 
‘safely. 

It may be necessary sometimes to bring a pupil on a level 
with the desk, but I regret to see our new dictionaries made 
use of for that purpose. 

Our teachers must be responsible for the safe keeping of 
all books of reference and apparatus, and also have a due re- 
gard to the condition of eut-buildings as well as the school- 
rooms. 

Do not begin another year’s work until the last trace of 
obscenity has been wiped from our school surroundings. 


Although the number of visitors has increased the past 
year I find from the registers that only four of the prudential 
committees have visited their schools for the entire year. 


Not more than two rooms have a suitable supply of black- 
boards. Let this defect be speedily remedied. 


With the five dollars, literary money, drawn from the 
treasury I purchased a box for our lunatellus, and the balance 
expended in text books which were given in even exchange 
for others, net on our list. 
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We have a school established by the state where teachers: 
are taught the best methods of maintaining order and interest 
in the school room; how to conduct recitations, illustrate every 
difficult point in science; the use of all kinds of school appa- 
ratus ; and that very important requisite, skill in making lan- 
guage intelligible to young children; where they are not only 
taught reading and writing, but how to teach them. We need 
a higher grade of teaching in language, and a greater familiar- 
ity with our new apparatus. This is no wholesale condemnation 
of our present corps of instructors; when we demand trained 
teachers they will not be wanting. My experience with Nor- 
mal teachers has been of the very best, and when you place 
one in every school room, not for a single term, but for con- 
tinuous service, you will seem to be as wise in this.as in other 
important matters of business. The movement to abolish the 
school districts meets my fullest approval. Our schools will 
be immediately benefitted by it. Do not fail to take this step 
onward and upward. Prof. Quimby has offered a prize, a 
term’s instruction at the seminary, for the best written exami- 
nation in arithmetic; and I understand there will be another 
prize for reading. I trust there will be many contestants, and. 
that much good will result from these efforts.

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Districr No.’ 1—CEnTRE. 


Both terms taught by Nellie S. French, who labored hard 
for the interest of the school, and met with good success. Her 
offer of a prize for greatest improvement in penmanship re- 
sulted in a very remarkable improvement, as shown by speci- 
mens exhibited at the close—a gain of fifty per cent. in many 
cases. 


The class in intellectual arithmetic showed the best drill 
and work of any in town, casting interest for years, months and 
days with great accuracy, though the work was necessarily 
slow. 

There was excellent work too, in Language and Compesi- 
tion. 

Distkicr No 2—Bay Hitt. 

First term taught by Dora Mason. 

This was her first experience, but her suecess was very 
creditable. © She succeeded in doing what no ene else had for 
the last three years,—awakening sufficient interest to draw the 
parents out to attend the closing examination. All the classes 
appeared well, and I was much pleased te see the interest 
taken in singing, and listen to the pieces rendered. 


Fall term taught by Belle W. Gile. It was a pleasure to 
see this school in their new and beautiful room, and mark the 
satisfied look on the. children’s faces. It was visited at its close 
by G. E. Gorrell, who reports good order, good progress, and a 
remarkable familiarity with the new maps by the classes in 
Geography. I am glad to see this schoel increasing in numbers. 

Mrs. Gilman has promised to plant shade trees on the 
school grounds and we may expect to see it speedily accom- 
plished. 

District No. 3—Hopapon. 

One term; tanght by Rena E. Clough. 


This teacher lacked energy, and seemed to be perfectly 
satisfied with what might just as well have been better. 


With abundant time and good material, she accomplished 
less than any other teacher in town. This room is pleasant 
and in good repair, save that it is entirely destitute of shade 
trees, inside or outside blinds,- and is loeated so as to receive 
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She sun’s rays the livelong day. Passing it in midsummer it 
reminds one of Whittier’s ‘‘beggar, sitting sunning by the 
roadside.”’ 

District No. 4—Ranp. 


Summer term taught by Anda L. Thompson, who has pre- 
viously taught there many terms, and is so thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the wants of this school that unnecessary re- 
views are avoided. Progress good as usual. These pupils are 
moted for their punctuality, having led the schools in — 
ance for three years in succession. 


¥ would like to see better work here in pena and 
written language. 

Fall term taught by Lucien F. Batchelder, who seemed 
greatly interested in his work. I was not able to spend as

One term in fall, taught by Etta F. Heath, who is a very 
energetic teacher, never misses an opportunity to visit other 
schools, and consequently has better methods than many 
teachers. The school improved greatly under her care ; has in- 
ereased in numbers and interest. This room must be improved. 
Our new maps, etc., put the dingy walls to shame. 
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‘Citizens:of the district, look over your well-kept farms, 
your well-painted and papered houses, and then visit your 
school-house,.and tell me if it is in keeping with them.

It is a cause for congratulation to the citizens and parents 
of the district that, during the last school-year, there has beem 
nothing to interfere with or interrupt the constant and continual 
sessions of the schools, and that the progress and improvement 
therein has been most gratifying and satisfactory. 


The Grammar School has been under the instruction of 
Miss Marion EK. Lyford. Her tastes and qualifications were 
found to be much better adapted to this grade than to the posi- 
tion formerly occupied by her.- She has a happy faculty of. 
winning the confidence and good will of her pupiis, and good 
work was done in all the branches pursued. — 


The Middle School has been taught by Miss Emma S. San- 
born. She came into the school an entire stranger to the mem- 
bers of the Board and the citizens of the district. She fully 
sustained the most excellent commendations she brought froma 
Mr. Buck, superintendent in Manchester, adopting im her system 
of instruction many of the modern methods, which produced 
results highly gratifying to all concerned. 

The Primary School has been under the care of Miss Alice 
P. Wyman. She came well recommended by the superintend- 
ent of Concord, and carried into her work a refreshing enthu- 
siasm and energy which produced their counterpart in the chif- 
dren under her care. She has a happy method ef object teach- 
ing and oral instruction, which, in a school of this grade, cannat, 
fail to produce, as it did here, most satisfactory, and in many 
instances, remarkable results. | 

In the Grammar and Middle schools we have this year re- 
quired special and regular instruction in penmanship, which the 
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year previous had not been taught, except in pencil writing and 
tracing. <A good degree of interest was taken in this branch and 
wonderful progress made in both schools. 

We deem it our duty, in this report, to again urge upon the 
parents and others interested in the welfare of the schools, to 
give them a little time and attention. It is very easy to find 
fault with the conduct of the Board of Education, [whose ser- 
vices, to say the least, will always be equal to the compensation 
they receive | and with the teachers, whose labors are constant 
and unremitting in behalf of the children under their care, but 
too little attention is given to the fact that these services and 
labors might be lightened and made much more effective by the 
co-operation of the parents and friends in the district. Visit 
your schools oftener. Whenever you have a spare half hour, 
run in and see for yourselves what there is being done, and, by 
your presence, your counsel, your advice, and your kindly criti- 
eism, aid the Board and the teachers in the performance of 
their arduous and responsible duties.
